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1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-9 and 18-21, drawn to a magnetic head including a head 
housing, classified in class 360, subclass 129. 

II. Claims 10-17 and 22-29, drawn to a magnetic head including a head 
surface structure detail, classified in class 360, subclass 122. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in 
scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination 
is separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination I has separate utility such as 
"said first closure forming a portion of the transducing surface, wherein said first closure 
is formed of a layer having a thickness in the range of 0.1-200 microns" and the 
subcombination II has separate utility such as "wherein said transducing surface has a 
compression zone at the outside edge region of the closure, a tack-down zone and a 
canopy zone said canopy zone being between said tack-down zone and said 
compression zone; and said thin film transducer is located in the compression zone on 
said transducing surface". See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

3. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 
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a) Group I, claims 10-13, 22-25 and 

b) Group II, claims 14-17 and 26-29. 

The species are independent or distinct because Group I discloses that the thin 
film transducer is located in the compression zone on the transducing surface; on the 
other hand, Group II discloses that thin film transducer is located in the canopy zone on 
the transducing surface. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claim is generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election.
